Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 has not been 
rejected using prior art because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found 
which disclose or suggest a device to separate the epithelial layer of a cornea from the cornea 
comprising: a ring configured to seat on the eye which has an internal diameter ranging from 
about 10 to about 12 mm and external diameter is from about 13 to about 16 mm which includes 
a groove, where the groove is wider than the internal diameter, where an oscillation device that 
provides motion and vibration to the separator, wherein the separator oscillates with frequency 
ranging from about 10 Hz to about 10 KHz, and rotating gears where a motion of the separator 
support is provided by the rotating gears placed on the support, where rotation to the gears is 
provided by the oscillating device and the rotating gears are traveling on toothed rails that are 
parallel to the groove, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations as set forth in claim
